Representative in Winnipeg 
The arrangements for elevators are 
in the hands of the trustees at pre- 
sent in Winnipeg and no report can 
be made with regard to these from 
the local headquarters. Members of 
the trustees are still urging the farm- 
ers to continue signing the contracts 
as the fact that September 5 is pass- 
ed is no reason why contracts cannot 
be signed so long as the pool exists. 
General Tone Optimistic 
The general tone of the head- 
quarters staff is optimistic at pres- 
ent and the attitude of the members 


of the board of trustees shows a 
much more confident feeling is held 
by them. They intimate that there 
is now a definite foundation on which 
to proceed and the organization can 
be carried on satisfactorily. 
Negotiations Still On 

Winnipeg, Sept. 7. — No further 
progress was made today by Alberta 
and Saskatchewan wheat pool re- 
presentatives in their efforts to se- 
cure elevator facilities for the pro- 

sed pools, The directors of the 
Baskatchewan Co-Operative Eleva- 
tor Company were in conference dur- 
ing the morning discussing the pro- 
posals of the pool representatives, 
and this afternoon they are meeting 
the directors of the United Grain 
Growers, Limited, prior to meeting 
the pool officials. 

Issue Reply Tomorrow 

Hon. J. E. Brownlee, attorney-gen- 
eral of Alberta, stated at noon that 
the special committees of the Alberta 
and Saskatchewan pools were in ses- 
sion and that a reply to the statement 
of the elevator interests issued last 
night might not be presented until 
Saturday. 

The elevator interests, in their 
statement, declared that until definite 
and final financial arrangements had 
been made between the pools and the 
banks they, the elevator interests 
were not in a position to negotiate 
with the pools.

Alberta Crop 
Average Biggest 


Winnipeg, Sept. 8—A yield of 
452, 503,169 bushels of wheat from 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
this year is predicted in the 20th 
annual crop report of the Manitoba 
Free Press, published here this morn- 
ing. 

Alberta leads the prairie provinces 
for production of wheat per acre, 
according to the estimate, with an 
average yield of 25 bushels from 

956,016 acres, the acréage issued 
Aft" Dominion government statis- 
al bureau on August 11. The total 
berta wheat yield is estimated at 
48,901,525 bushels, An average of 
21 bushels per acre from 12,790,984 
acres is predicted in Saskatchewan, 
with a total yield” of 268,610,664 
bushels. In Manitoba where much 
damage has been caused by rust and 
sawfly, an average yield of 12 bushels 
is predicted from 2,915,915 acres. The 
total yield is estimated at 34, 990,980 
bushels. 

The yield of course grains for the 
three prairie provinces are estimated 
as follows: Oats, 386,825,295 bushels; 
barley, 61,540,140 bushels; rye, 24,- 
376,560 bushels; flax 7,193,026 
bushels. 


A Trying Season 

The growing season of 1923 has 
been a peculiarly trying one in many 
respects, the newspaper says, and 
while the outrun of grain will be very 
much the largest in the history of 
Western Canada, it will not be as 
satisfactory a crop to handle as many 
a one that has preceded it; neverthe- 
less, the great volume of grain which 
in the coming months will pour 
through the “neck of the bottle” 
seaward to the ships must, even at 
prevailing prices represent an en- 
ormous movement of money also. 

Manitoba Rust Loss 

“The loss from rust in Manitoba, 
more especially, has been heavy, 
very heavy. There has been loss in 
all the provinces from undue heat 
just as the heads of wheat appeared 
from the shot blade. There has been 
some loss in all the provinces from 
sawfly and from two somewhat new 
enemies, namely, glume blotch and 
root rot,” the newspaper states, in 
its review.

Italy Accepts Terms 
—Corfu To Be Freed 


Rome, Sept. 10.—Italy accepts the 
terms of the council of ambassadors 
and agrees to evacuate Corfu and ad- 
jacent islands when Greece has sat- 
isfied all of Italy’s demands for 
reparations. 

A semi-officia] statement says the 
government will consider its demands 
satisfied as soon as Greece carries 
out the demands of the council of 
ambassadors which are substantially 
the same as those Italy forwarded to 
Greece, 

Premier Mussolini has sent to the 
Italian ambassador in Paris, Baron 
Avezzano, the following message: 

“Please notify the council of am- 
bassadors that the royal government 
has taken cognizance of the note 
which the council has addressed to 
Greece and that it adopts it, reaf- 
firming Italy's proposals to evacuate 
Corfu and adjacent islands as soon 
as Greece has made full payment of 
all reparations demanded by Italy.” 

Diplomatic Victory 

Athens, Sept. 10.—The Greek re- 
ply to the note of the council of am- 
bassadors was forwarded to Paris 
yesterday afternoon. It was de- 
scribed by M. Alexandris, the foreign 
minister, to the Associated Press as 
“broadly accepting the conditions pre- 
sented and leaving the ambassadors 
the fixing of the date and the details 
of the salute, the funeral services and 
formalities, 

In a statement to the newspaper 
men, M, Alexandris terms the solu- 
tion of the crisis as a Greek diplo- 
matic victory inasmuch as the in- 
quiry into the murders is to be made 
by various nations, while the tribu- 
nal will fix the indemnity.

Langley’s Statement

“The two companies met in con- 
sultation and have submitted con- 
siderations to each other which have 
been mutually accepted by both. Hav- 
ing arrived at this result the accept- 
ed submissions were placed before 
the representatives of the pools and 
they were considered satisfactory. 
The most cordial relations existed be- 
tween the companies and the wheat 


pool representatives.” 


Both the elevator and wheat pool 
representatives refused to disclose 
the basis of the agreement or the 
terms on which pool wheat will be 


handled. 
Saskatchewan Pool Statement 


George W. Robertson, publicity sec- 
retary of the Saskatchewan pool, 


issued the following statement:

ing percentage of increase. In August 
the largest number of British people 
in years came to Canada, the figures 
exceeding the corresponding month of 


1913. before the war.

Many of 
these, however, will remain perman- 
ently in the country, After the war 
the ban was pretty extensively ap- 
plied because of unemployment and 
while there was relaxation last year 
it was slight.

Thirteen school districts were repre- 
sented with exhibits—over 1100 
entries in all. The gate showed a 
great inprovement over last year— 
evidencing the interest taken in this 
children’s educational and amusement 
feature. 

The exhibits of school work showed 
a great increase in entries and a 
marked improvement in all classes— 
especially was this noticeable in the 
case of the country school work. 

Considering the fact of so many 
entries and these calling for close 
decisions, the judges’ task was most 
difficult in placing awards in some 
of the sections, Several of the judges 
commented on the excellence of the 
school work generally, and many 
favorable comments were overheard 
from delighted spectators, who were 
amazed at the class of work now be- 
ing done in our schools. 


The display of vegetables spoke for 
the prolific soil of Macleod and dis- 
trict under favorable conditions, and 
for the efforts put forth by the chil- 
dren in cultivating and bringing to 
perfect maturity the wonderful ex- 
hibits in this line displayed on the 
tables of the exhibition building. 
There were no less than 59 entries in 


potatoes alone—and every one of 
these of excellent quality. The same 
applies to the carrots and beets, of 
nol there were over 30 entries of 
each, 


The display of flowers was simply 


marvelous — every description of 
flower indigenous to Alberta was in 
evidence in the greatest profusion, 
making of that section a bower of 
beauty. 


Domestic products were of the 


highest class, and were shown in 
abundance—the youngsters proving 
conclusively their liberal education in 
the culinary arts. The lady judges 
from the School of Agriculture at 
Claresholm stated that the quantity 
and quality of these exhibits was the 
best they had judged at any of the 


various fairs held this season. 


Live stock entries considerably 
surpassed those of last year—colts, 


calves and pigs on exhibition showed 
a noticeable improvement, evidencing 


the careful interest the youthful ex- 
hibitors had taken in preparing these 
exhibits for the keen competition at 
the School Fair. In connection with 
the live stock judging it may be men- 
tioned that one of Macleod’s own 
school boys, Reggie McNab, officiated 
as one of the judges.

Among the innumerable “reform’ 
movements in the United States is a 
new one aimed at a national code 
governing marriage relations. Prim- 
arily, the divorce evil is the target 
but behind this is that great and 
growing problem of education ot 
youth, and fostering of wise mating 
in marriage. Considering that the 
United States is now issuing, as a 


and deep-rooted, that the reformers 
working on this line have more than 
Hoag hands full. They have a real 
job, 

Under the American constitution 
of course, each State makes its own 
divorce laws. Some States will not 
permit divorce at all. Others give 
it on slight pretext. The average 
for the 48 States is one divorce in 
every nine marriages. In forty 
years, the rate has increased 400 
per cent. But what can be expected 
in a country in which seventeen 
States have no laws governing mar- 
riageable age? In nine States 
Pennsylvania, Maine, Maryland 
Massachusetts, Missouri, Florida 
Rhode Island, Tennessee and Ver- 
mont the common law age of 12 for 
girls and 14 for boys is recognized 
In 19 States there is no law gov- 
erning the marriage of idiots 1 
other unfit persons. The country 
now has 15,000 married girls under 
15 years of age. About 100,000 
girls under seventeen are married 
But early marriages are not the 
main cause of divorce. The root 
of the trouble is the casual, light- 
hearted way in which matrimony 
is regarded. Divorce comes largely

They never can be 
sure when they leave Europe that by 
the time they arrive at Ellis Island 
the permitted monthly number of 
their nationals will not have been 
exhausted. The steamship companies 
are equally at sea, although it is 
manifestly in their interests that they 
should make no mistakes, since if 
the rejected immigrants are without 
funds the steamship company will 
have to carry them back for nothing 
Not long ago a man who had been re- 
fused admission to the United States 
and also to the country of his na- 
tivity, was carried back and forth 
with his family in the ship several] 
times until he ended his problem 
by committing suicide. The sen- 
sible place to deal with the question 
is in the countries that are sending 
out the emigrants and not at the port 
of arrival. It is not unlikely that the 
United States Secretary of Labor, 
who has been visiting Europe, will} 
have some recommedations to make 
upon these lines,

Alberta Coal in Great Demand 


Were a freight rate in effect per- 
manently which would put Alberta 
Coal on a competitive basis in On- 
tario, orders would be on hand once 
for at least a quarter of a million 
tons, declared Howard Stutchbury, 
trade commissioner of the province, 
who returned from what was virtual- 
ly a tour of triumph through the 
eastern province. Mr. Stutchbury 
was superintending the distribution 
of the 6000 tons of Alberta coal sent 
east on the special rate of $7 a ton 
by the Canadian National. He visit- 
ed many points in Ontario, accom- 
panied by officials of the C. M. A. 
and all of these points were anxious 
to get Alberta coal, provided a freight 
tate was given that would make it 
possible . The Ontario government, 
the C. M. A., the trades councils of 
the cities, the U. F. O., and other 
organizations have taken up the 
campaign, and are bringing pressure 
to bear upon the Dominion Govern- 
ment to bring about some solution 
of the problem of freight rates on 
the coal. A great deal of publicity 
supplied by the publicity branch of 
the Alberta govt. is being used in 
the east, and Mr. Stutchbury’s meet- 
ings were given widest possible 
publicity. He addressed as many as 
seven meetings in a day. 


Alberta Butter Wins More Honors 


Creamery butter from Alberta ex- 
hibitors, _ won the championship, 
special prizes, and all first prizes at 
the Toronto exhibition just closed, 
according to word received by C. 
Marker, dairy commissioner. The 
provinces competing were Alberta, 
Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan. This is one 
of the best records ever made by 
butter exhibits from this province. 


Volunteer for Harvest Help 


Nearly 150 men students from the 
two normal schools in Calgary have 
volunteered for work in the harvest 
fields of the province, and have been 
granted leave for a month from their 
studies, for that purpose. 


Mineral Tax. Mineral Tax 


Payments of the provincial mineral 
tax are coming in slowly to the de- 
partment of Municipal Affairs. This 
tax was put into effect last April, 
and is a tax of three cents an acre on 
mineral lands, including oil lands. The 
C. P. R., which has large holdings of 
this class, has appealed to the Federal 
Govt. to disallow the legislation, and 
the Alberta Govt. has taken steps to 
combat this appeal. 


Buffalo Herd Grows 


So fast has the Dominion Govt. 
buffalo herd at Wainwright grown 
that it is now found necessary to 
slaughter 2000 head. A contract has 
been given for this to an Edmonton 
man, and a factory for the manufac- 
ture of pemmican from the buffalo 
meat is to be established in Edmon- 
ton. This food is used extensively in 
the north,

GEORGE F, BAKER BREAKS 
SILENCE OF 60 YEARS 


A famous newspaper editor is 
quoted as saying that if a dog bit a 
man, that was not news, but if a man 
bit a dog, it was good for a feature. 
On the same principle, when eminent 
financiers do not talk, that is not 
news, but when one of them, after 
a silence—to newspaper reporters— 
of sixty years, opens his mouth for 
publicity, even his tiniest word is 
grasped at eagerly. George F. Baker 
one of the magnates of Wall Street, 
said to be worth $200,000,000, has 
spoken to a reporter after sixty 
years of silence, and though what he 
says would not pass for wisdom if it 
came from a twenty-year-old clerk 
yet the fact that Baker's rule of 
silence is broken interests Wall 
Street immensely, and also that great 
throng of people who keep fondly 
reading about the things that Wall 
Street people say and do. George F 
Baker speaks! What an immensely 
significant event for the multitudes 
that wait, gasping, for the word 
from the head of one of the great 
banks. 


Everything Is All Right 


And what does George F. Baker 
say? At the bottom of a period of 
stock market decline, after abrupt 
termination of boom conditions in 
the industrial sections of the United 
States, he utters a few words of 
cheer. Stock market  wiseacres 
would ordinarily take this to mean 
that big insiders in Wall Street, hav- 
ing unloaded on the bull market up 
to last Spring, have now accumulated 
a fresh tine at the new low prices 
and want the market up again. But 
of course, when a banker opens his 
mouth, after sixty years of silence 


that is hardly a fair charge. In that 
period the United States has seen 
many booms and panics, each of 


them far bigger than the recent de- 
flation, and if George F. Baker did 
not air his opinions then for propa- 
ganda purposes, it is unlikely that 
it is for such purposes he does so at 
the age of 82. He says:— 

“Everything is all right. The 
country is on the road to prosperity 
perhaps the greatest prosperity that 
any country ever attained. But J 
shouldn’t be talking about it. Busi- 
ness men of America should reduce 
their talk at least two-thirds. Every 
one should reduce his talk. There 
is rarely ever a reason good enough 
for anybody to talk. 

“There—you have it. Those are 
the first words I’ve spoken to a news- 
paper since 1863,” 


The Sphinx of Wall Street 


These words they represent the 
substance of the first interview that 
George F. Baker has given, since he 
came to Wall Street at the age of 
twenty-two. The other day he cele- 
brated his eighty-second birthday 


For sixty years has he traveled in| 


and out of the First National Bank 
just opposite old Trinity Church on 
Wall Street. For sixty years has he 
been accumulating, slowly, gradu- 
ally, that  $200,000,000. And fox 
sixty years has he kept as silent ar 
the Sphinx.
